That whereby 
the fifth A&@ of the Parliament 1690, Ene 
titled A@, Ratifying the iia: Bs 
sith,

Faith, and fettling Presbyterian Church 
Government; The Presbyterian Church 
Government and Di(cipline are ratified and 
confirm’d to be the only Government of 
Chrift’s Church within this Kingdon, which 
js alfo thereafter {everal times ratified, and 
particularly by the fecond A& ef the Par- 
liament 4703. Whereby in the€afe ot Va- 
cacy Of any particular Pavoch within the 
Bounds of any Presbytery, the Care amd 
Cure of the raed Paroch doch devolve upon 
tlre Presbytery for the fupplying and plant- 
ing thereof. In confequence whereof the 
Lords of our Privy-Council have ordain’d 
fuch vacant Churches to be patent, and the 
Keys thereof to be deliveg'd to the faid 
Presbytery. Like as by the A@of Parlia- 
ment 1698, Bptitled A& fer preventing 
Diforders in the fupplying and planting 
vacant Chueches, for remedying the Godlefs 
Abufe of Rabbling, that fo frequently hap- 
pens in Oppolition to Minifter-, orderly fent 
to fupply vacant Churches, all Perfons are 
ftrifily prohibit and difcharg’d to make any 
Oppotition by Rabble and Tumult, or aay 
other Manner of Violence to any Miniffers, 
lawfully authoriz’d, and fenc to fupply the 
faid Vacancy ; and that under the Pain of 
one hundred Pound upon every Heritor or 
Life-Renter, and of fifty Marks upon any 
other unlanded Perfon, tottes quosses, and 
that fuch as are not able to pay, that they 
be punifh’d in their Perfons, as the Lords 
of Privy-Council fhall fee Caufe. Like as 
for the better repreffing of the faid Rabling 
and Violence, the feventh A& of the Par- 
liament 1693, Entitled A& anent inva- 
ding of Minifters, is racified:and thereto ex- 
tended, with the Alterations contained in 
the faid A& 1698. Like as by the fame A@, 
the Proclarration of Council. made in the 
Year 1699, for the delivering the Keys of 
the vacaac Churches to the Presbyteries, or 
their Order, is alfo ratified, and full Pro- 
vifion made for the better Execution. there- 
of, And farder by the A& of Parliament 
1687, Entitled A& for Punifiment of 
Troublers of the Kirk, and Yavaders of Mi- 
nifters, It is ftatute, that who(oever fhall 
perturb the Order of the Kirk in Time 
of Divine Service, or make any Tumult, 
raife any Fray, cither in the Kjrk or Kirk. 


Yard, where-thro’ the People convened 
fhall happen to be diforder’d, troubled or 
difpers’d,. the Perfons conviét thereof fhalt 
tycé all their moveable Goods as Efcheat, 
but Prejudice of greater Punifhments, it 
there happen any greater Offence. And 
farder, chat whathoever Perfon or Perfons 
invades amy Minifter, or puts any violent 
Hands om him for apy forged Quarrel, fhal 
be puniff’d therefor with all Rigoug, and 
fhall incar the Tinfel and Eftheat of all their 
Moveables. Like as by feveral Acts of Par- 
Kament the Prophanation. of the Lord’s- Day 
ys moft ftri@ly prohibic under the Pains 
therein mentioned. Nevertbele/s, Lt is of 
Verity, thae the Perfons after-named-are 
guilty of tran(gaeiiing thc forefaid Laws and 
Ads of Parliangent in manner after men- 
tioned, in fo far as that Mr. fobs Macrz 
late Incumbent at Ding wall haviag deceas’d, 
and the Kirk and Paroch thereof becoming 


‘thereby vacant, the United Presbytery of 


Rofsand Surberland baving met in Fanuary 
lait, did appoint Mafter Wiliam Stuart Mi- 
nifter of Kilterne; the next adjacent Pa- 
roch to Dingwall, and-one of their own 
Number, to fupply the faidVacancy the next 
Lord’s-Day. Whereupon the faid Mr. Wil- 
liam did on Saturday the 15tb of the faid 
Month fend a Letter to the Magiftraces of 
Dingwall, igaifying to them the faid Ap- 
poinrment. To which Anfwer was return’d 
by Fobn Dingwall late Baily, and one of the 
Couacil of the faid Burgh, That Mr. Wile 
liam fhould be as welcome as any of that 
Sort of Minifters 5 and the next Day being 
the Lord’s-Day, Mr. Stuart came to the 
faid Fobn Dingwal!'s, having none with-him 
but.a Servant, where, as he thonghr, he was 
weellreceiv’d, and dire&ed by the MiftrefS 
of the Houfe to an outer Chambers but 
perceiving a Rabble of Women and Others 
about the Church fome Hours before the 
ordinary Time of Worhhip,, be call’d for his 
Landlord, but he could not be hid, which 
mov'd M>. Stuart, to fend: Alex. Munro ot 
Kilichian, one of his.own Parochiners (wha 
had followed him to hear Sermon). to the 
Magiftrates to tell them, that if they had 
any. Regard to God, tohim, or themfelves, 
they. fhould.come aad {peak with him,. and 
compefce the Tumult, but, nane of them

there, being Ring-teaders of the Rabble, 
came with Bartons, and Stones, and Clods, 
and furrousdimg the Minifters Chamber, 
made bis eur Door faft witk Nails; 
and when Mr. Sezare challeng'd them for fo 
fattening, bis Door, Re wasanfwer'd with 
reviling Language, aod going toa Window 


to fpeak to the Multitude, if poffibly he 


could appeafe them, he was met with a 
Shower of Clodsand Stones. Which Rabble 
and Fray was.rais’é¢ that Morning principal. 
ly by one Murdoch Mackenzie vie urrchie, 
Paci to Douald Dingwal sheritf Otficer, 
who came early to Dingwall, and warnedall 
the Women in and about it ro rendezvoufe 
at the Bridge-Ead of Dingwall, to oppofe 
the FVbigs, as he faid, and thet he was-ose 
det’d to dw fo uttder the Pain of being fie. 
Muter Stuart the Minifter being ia this 
Ptight, aod hearing that Sis Robert Atunre 
of Foriie,a}uitict oF P aed fome others 
cut of bis own Parock of Kilserne, were 
come to heat Sexrmen, ne cryd, and 
requit’d the faid Sir Robert to make Accefs 
to the Church in the moft peaceable Maa- 
ner, that the People phat were come ta 
hear might enter, and that thereafter he 
fhould come and relieve him 3 Sir Robert 
was oppos’d by the {aid Rabble, mal-treat- 
ing, and beating his Servants  efpecially at 
their entring the Church-yard, five feveral 
Men ard Women conven’d therefor in 
another Libel, and nocwithftandiag that 
Sie xobert requit’d them in her Majefty’s 
Name not to interrupt Accefs to the Kirk. 
Bat there was no Accefs given, until Sir 

obert order’d fome Perfunsto goin at a 
Window, which had neither Glafs nor 
Stanchel, and remove the Barricadoe from 
bebind one Door of the Church, the other 


Door beiag fo Rrongly 


bolted and faftened 
with Nails,that it could not be moved : After 
this, Sir Roders going to relieve Mr. Stuert 
the Minifter, as he brought bim ffomthe 
Houfe to the Kirk, they were purfued by the 
Rabble, efpecially by the forefaid Margaret 
Kemp, and Janet and I/ebel Dingwalls, caft- 
ing Stones, Clods and Dirt at them; and 
when the. Worthip was begun and almoft 
finifh’d, fuch was the Mifchief of the Rabe 
bers, that they had gathered a Company 
of armed Men from the Country about, 
amongft whom were as chief Ring-leaders, 
Fobn Macra vig aliftir olg, ugh Macra, Bro- 
ther to the faid Deceas'd Mr. Sfobn Macra, 
late Incumbent at Dingwall, Kenneth Macra 
Brother Germanto Fergbuard Macra of In- 
uerienatt .. Macra, Son to Chriftopber Macra, 
Brother German to the faid Decegs’d Mr. 
Fobe Micra, al} Four in the Paroch of Kin~ 
taill, and Murdoc Msc Gillichslline in Achome 
nocbie in the Paroch of Urray, Who coming 
with their Complices wich Staves, Furks 
and Kebbers, fo allarm’d the People ia 
the Kirk, and at Worfhip, thac they were 
all difturb’d and frighted ous of the Church, 
except the Minifter and a few with him ; 
aod thea the Perfons above-named feeking 
to enter, upon Pretence that they were 
coming to attend the Worhhip ; fo fon as 
enter’d, haviag only fhort Coats, and Arms. 
in their Hands, the faid Fobx Macra vic 
alifter came up to the Doer of the Pulpit, 
and prefented a Piftol to the Miniker, 
threatning to kill him, uncit ftopt by fome 
ofthe Hearers. Whereupon the reft of the 
armed Men approached nearer,, and fcram- 
bling over the Seats to get to the Pulpie, 
with menacing Cowntenances, and Arms 
in theic Hands, they commanded Mr. Stuern 
to come downand begon, which conftcain’d 
him to retice, while fome of his Heagers. 
put a Stop totheir Pury 4 after which, as 
the Minifter was withdrawing through the 
Chaurch-yard, a Company of his Hearers 
inclofed him for his Preferyation, that 
they might go off in Peace.
